Jame.s McMillan & Co , of Minneapolis, 
in their special circular of July 24, say the 
receipts ot furs continue very light, though 
they occasionally got a fine shipment from 
tho North of winter caught pelts of Ginseng 
and Seneca Root — tho receipts continue 
light of •^iinseng and extremely heavy of 
Seneca. The war between China and Japan 
cannot advance tho price and naturally 
would have tho contrary effect, because 
Chins is the only consumer of Ginseng and 
with that country in turmoil they will not 
givfi much attention to business. Of Seneca 
Root the receipts are so largo that prices aro 
reduced 2 conts a pound. Receipts of wool 
are decreasing and the market is steady. 
Wool has been depressed that we do not 
look for any further decline under Free 
Wool; but on the other hand wool may be 
diflicult to dispose of because all the mills 
of any prominence will be approached by 
agents of foreign houses to have them ex- 
periment with foreign wools. 

Grass and bush fires havo filled the air 
with smoke during the past few days, aud 
arc in a measuro accountable for the op- 
nroBsivo heat prevailing. A gruaa fire at 
Oak li.iy Saturday cleared five or six acres

LoNuo.v, Aug. 20.— A dispatch to the 
Central News from Shanghai says that 
Chinese gunboata and warships are oraiaing 
the gulf of Feohili with the object of pre- 
venting the Japanese from landing trooiM in, 
China. The Chinese vessels have hiding 
places in the numerous bays and arms of 
the gulf, whence they are able to observe 
the movements of the enemy without being 
seen. A number of Japanese war vessels ore 
convoying troop ships in the Yellow Sea, 
but their destination is not known. 
Li Hung Chang's army, 50,000 strong, and 
a large force of Japanese troops are nsar- 
Ing each other and a battle is immi- 
nent. The Japanese have agreed to refr&tn 
from molesting Chinese merchant vessels 
not carrying articlea which aro contraband.

Kecent Arrivals for Lumber Cargoes 
—Gossip of tlie Wharves 
and Fi-out. 



To Tiw. Editor: — In your weekly issue 
of August 10 Inotioo the arrival report of 
the Bohooner Viva, in which the master 
states that when off Baoe ' Rocks, be was 
nearly run into and sunk by a steamer sup 
posed to bo tho Costii Hica. 

The maator of tho schooner haa made a 
falaa and uncalled for report aa regards to 
the Costa Rica being the steamer which 
nearly ran him down ; it must have been 
some other steamer, aa hia atatement of 
events I: ao utterly at variance to any event 
which happened on our voyage. Aa the 
oflicor of the bridge daring our run from the 
Race to the Cape, 1 beg you to spare mo a 
amall space in yonr oolnmns, to mention a 
oircumstanoe on oar voyage, in which we 
had to use great preoantion, to prevent a 
schooner from xnnning into us, owing to the 
officer in charge altering his course, im 
proper atearing, and carrying poor lights. 

It was on the night of Aug. 4, about 9.30 
o'clock, when abreast of Sooke inlet, atcor 
ioga itraight CQurae doivn the Straits, the 
night being clear, with freah westerly wind 
bloning. Our lookout man reported a vea 
aol a little on our port bow, showing no 
lights. I had seen tbo vessel witli night 
glaasea before the lookout's report, and was 
endeavoring to maka out which way she 
was atanding, aa I could eeo no lights. As 
we approaobed each other I made her out to 
be a echooaer running. I ported the helm 
and brought the schooner to bear about four 
points on our pott bow, aa I made out her 
red light with the glass. Keeping our red to 
his red, we were passing with perfect 
safety, when suddenly the schooner star- 
boarded hia heltn and showed his green. 
We put our helm hard a-port, and brought 
the schooner broad on car port beam, ab 
both vessels had now drawn to within such 
a distance, it was our only means to pass 
eafeiy by her. Aa we opened her red she 
atill kept starboarding, evidently deter- 
mined to close in on us. 

Captuin Molntyre, who was also on the 
bridge, gave a blast of the whistle to signify 
wo were passing to port. As this did not 
appear to have any effect on the schooner, 
which atill kept starboarding, I said to our 
Captain that those followa must be all 
asleep, and, if thoy luff any more, may pos- 
sibly run into ug. He said wo had plenty 
of room, but to give the schooner a strong 
blast again. After we had given our accond 
binab the schooner ported to his course and 
we pasaad each other fully liOO yards apart. 
It was evident to ua that no look-out waa 
kept on tbe achooner, and we feel satisfied 
the orew of the achooner did not aee till we 
sounded oar whittle. 

The \ ira reports having been hampered 
by a series of aooidents during the aeaaon. 
It ia not to be eurprised at, for if ahe was 
tho achooner we met, as alcove stated, tho 
ignorance and blundering of the rules of tho 
road which wo experienced from tho cflicer 
in charge of the schooner aa well aa hia 
careleseceaa in not keeping hia lighta in good 
order, it waa more by good luck than man- 
agement that the oivnera received their 
valuable cargo in safety.

The Jiji Shinipo reports t^a^ the ir. 
habitaiitu of Seoul are in great distress on 
bccouul of the enormous rise in prices 
onukBd by the present politic \1 omplioa- 
tiond and by the entire stoppago of the 
transport of rice from the southern prov- 
incuB. 

Among the passengora on the China wore 
Admiral Skerrett and S. Kurino, the new 
Japanese .minister to the United States. 
Neither of them bad much to say about tbe 
war between.;China,,ekndt Japan. Admiral 
Skerrett lald'tliat lib' far' Japan had gained 
a decided advantage; bub he would not haz- 
ard an opinion as to the outcome of tho con- 
flict. Japan bad shown good strategy in 
the way eho occupied Seoul and its seaport, 
Chemulpo. Tho only way China can get 
troops into Koroajia to march them do ivn tho 
peninsula fro.n Manchuria. Tho admiral 
did not witness the sinking of tho transport 
Kow Shing, but heard the tiring twenty 
miles away. Mr. Kurino would say nothing 
officially. When ho lolt Tokio the war had 
scarcely begun, and Tokio was so far away 
from the aeat of war that be could give no 
authentic information. When he left the 
Japanese were planning to protect the port 
of Vokohama with toi^edoes, but he 
thought tbe plan would not be carried out. 

Mr. Nagasaki who had been away from 
homo for a year, in Europe, studying the 
latest European naval methods, aaid ho had 
formerly spent five years in France in the 
study of naval arohiteoture. Tho intended 
time for bis return to Japan had nearly ar- 
rived when, learning of " the unfortunate 
occurrence," between his country and China, 
ho hurried his departure and took tho 
quickest route home. Asked it the prince 
would take a hand in the fighting, tbe secre- 
tary said : " That depends upon the will 
of tho emperor." Nagasaki was aanguiro 
in his belief that Japan would eventually 
triumph oyer China, bub he feared that it 
might take some time as tho Chinese could 
be brought out in such tremendous num- 
bers. Then, too, Mr. Nagasaki intimated, 
China might receive aid from one of the 
European powers. Ho declined to discuss 
tho origin of tho troubloa in tho Orient, say- 
ing that there could bo no doubt as to the 
justnefa of Japan's claims. His attention 
was called to a cablegram from London in 
which it was stated that the Japanese gov- 
ornment bad autborized'a loan of $50,M0,- 

ooo 

" I have no doubt it is true," ho said, 
wo must needs have sinews of war as do 
all countries at such times. I have also no 
doubt that tho loan can be made without 
much difEculty. Japan's credit has always 
stood high in in this country and Europe." 

It has been learned that tho party of sup- 
posed merchants were connected with the 
Japanese army and had been stationed in 
various European countries, principally 
Germany, which country at present is mostly 
resorted to by Japanese students of warfare. 
t\mong them aro J. Oku, a brigadier general; 
J. Otora and H. Inouye, colonels; Y. Sargo 
and I. Joragaki, lieutenants, and T. Goy- 
ama, T. SakiandS. Nishinura. TheJapan- 
eao expect to sail from San Francisco on 
September 6. 

New York, Aug. 19.— It is many years 
probably since so large a numtMr of promin- 
ent Japanese have been in N'ew York as 
there are at present. They are ail recent 
arrivals from Europe and are hurrying home 
onaccountof the war, Severalof themarrived 
the steamship Campania, and when 
questioned answoredinGerman,the inference 
being that thoy wero merchants established 
in Germany and making a visit for business 
purposes to this country. Among the pas- 
sengers on the French steamer La Touraine 
wero more Japanese. One appeared on the 
passenger list as Count Mishimae and an- 
other as MicbinoriS. Nagasaki. Mr. Naga- 
saki, in making his declarations to the cus- 
toms officers, made known the fact that he 
was tho secretary of tbe Count, who was 
travelline incognito and who was in fact 
Prince Komatsu, . oonsin oL the Mikado. 
The party was en route from Paris to Japan 
via New York and San Francisco. 

YoKOUAMA, Aug. 20 — A panic ia feared 
in Japantsefinancial circles on account of the 
Korean embroplio, says tho A^ahi. Banks 
have suspended their loans, whilo dcpoaita 
are being fast withdrawn. Capltaliats are 
unwilling to invest as they expect to have 
tho opportunity of making large prolits 
through tho panic. Tho money msrket is 
now very atiff But, continues the Asabi, 
this ia merely due to an inference drawn 
trom the fact that the present war is tar 
greater and more expensive than the Sat- 
suma rabellion. Food, in consequence of 
the war, is rising in price. The Taoti, says 
tho North China D«lly News, bas informed 
foreign consuls that measures will be taken 
to close the Wooxiing bar. The pamo paper 
atalea that I'-'.IJDO trouiiH liii .-e been aafely 
landed in Korea. The Nan ^'ang Rijuadron 
li to attack the coast of Jcvpuii whilo Foo 
Chow and Canton ahipa aro to make an at- 
tempt on the Loo Choo islands, so that as 
anticipated the viceroy will not content 
himself with operations in Korea.

As every one knowa, the fairness of the 
redistribution when the bill waa presented 
to the Legislature struck tho Opposition 
dumb. They had not a word to say against 
it. They saw that there waa not the small- 
est peg on whioh to hang a complaint of sec- 
tionalism and they wisely said nothing. 
After a while, some of its members raised a 
low growl about some of the subdivisions, 
but on tho whole the opposition to tho re- 
distribution bill in tho House and in tho 
country waa so weak as not to bo worth 
mentioning. It is therefore rather late in 
the day for the Columbian to manufaoture 
and to ventilate ita bogua grievance. It la to 
be observed, too, that while our contemporary 
makes a fuss about small constituencies, 
on tho laland, it is prudently silent about 
the aniari constituencies on the Mainland 
This miiy be sharp, but it is easy to soe that 
it is deceptive and dishonest. 

It is not diliioult to understand why our 
Vancouver and Now Westminster oontem 
porariea are ao eager to keep the seotlonallst 
issue alive. It ia a great deal easier to sow 
the seeds of discord and to create jealousies 
between the two seotions of the Province, 
than to discuss public ufl'iirs intelligently 
and fairly. Any blatherskite can, by dis 
torting facts and manufacturing lies, try to

Down to a very recant date the maxionura 
of the Dominion note issue was fixed by law 
at $20,000,000, but at the last session of 
Parliament ' the -aot was amended so as to 
enlarge the limit to $25,000,0(X), and at the 
same time provide that . any itatie in excess 
of twenty millions should be covered by an 
equivalcut amount of gold In the Treasury. 
On July I there was an excess of specie of 
S5,;!00,000 above the requirement of the 
law hold by the Government for tho re- 
demption of legal tenders, yet despite this 
fact practically tho whole of the increase in 
the note issue last mouth has beon covered 
by an addition to tho epecio rtaorve. Thus 
on June ."JOth the Government held specie to 
the amount of SI8,292.4t'5, against a note 
issue of §20,001,720, the cash reeorve being 
41 per cent.; while on July .'tlst, ueainst a 
note issue of S21,7S5,8IiO, thero waa hold 
specie to tho amount of §10,018,510, or 40 
per cent-, a ratio of rceervu lac moro than 
ample for all poBbiblo contingencies 
under the law whioh compels the banks 
to hold 40 per cent, of thoir cash reserves 
in the form of Dominion notes. In addi- 
tion to tho specie, tho legal tender isauo 
rests upon the security of guaranteed sterl- 
ing debentures to the amount of $1,946,866, 
and unguaranteed Canadian debentures to 
the amouut of 515,000,000, the total seour- 
ity exceeding tho notes outstandiDg by no 
less than $5,177,000. Tho holding of un- 
guaranteed debonturoa was reduced §750,- 
000 in July, whioh fact, taken in conneotion 
with largo addition made to specie reserve, 
points to tho oonclusiou that during the 
month tho proceeds of a sale of Domiuiou 
debentures in Loudon were imported in tlio 
shape of gold and deposited in tho Trea- 
sury. Never before in its history has the 
Dominion Government hold so large an 
amount of specie as at present. 



THAT EMPTY TREASURY. 

That worthy pair, the Vancouver News 
Advertiser and the Victoria Times, who 
represent a party whioh recently oame to 
grief in its attempt to rule the Frovinoe for 
the next four yeara, have now It appears 
entered into a co-partnership to ruin the 
country instead. It is needless to say that 
they will be as unsuccessful in the latter 
attempt as in the former. The capital 
stock of the new co-partUbrship aa appears 
by their proapeotna published in the edi 
torial columna of each journal, is " ai 
empty treasury," and in manufacturing this 
rotten capital the News-Advertiser quotes 
from tho Times and the Times copies the 
News-Advertiser. Tho senior partner, who 
has just completed a term of three months 
in conneotion with a treasury which 
he emptied belonging to a former 
partner is a singularly suitable man for tho 
busineaa of the new concern, for emptying 
treasuries seems to be hia strong point. De 
feated though ho waa in his attempt upon 
the Provincial treasury, yet in rendering 
vacant railroad treasuries ho was an emin- 
ent success, aa appears by his record of 
treasurer of the Chilliwack railway, and 
it is safe to predict for him 
a similar measure of success ir 
any concern which he takes In hand. Re 
garding the junior partner, he is new to the 
business, of course, but [under such able 
tutorship great things are expected of him. 
With the public, however, theso Treasury 
emptiers are not likely to find favor ; cer 
taluly at home where their reputations are 
known, they will find none, and 
abroad their onslaught on the public 
credit, which the people denied them 
the privilege of handling, is unlikely to 
attract n-uch attention. Men of their stamp 
are not likely to etiok atfalsehooda, and hence 
when those worthies gravely undertake to 
inform people " that salaries remain unpaid 
because the Province ia without money to 
pay them," and that "aalaries voted 
by the Lcgislatuio remain unpaid, 
that apprnpriiUioua to muniolpalities 
for oxpondilurea on roads were 
not paid when duo," and that Kritish Co 
lumbia whose tiuaccea by skilful and honest 
management, stand foremost amongst Co 
lonlal aecurities " Is plunged in bank 
ruptcy " and other such outrageous false 
hooda — for n^liirhnot ashadoir of defail in oi 
i-ait li' :/irtn — persons uc(iuaintud with 
tliii record of theso people (uiid their record 
will follow their atutciiients v.herover circu- 
lated) can readily perceive the desperate 
fulminatlons of a j^il bird, and hia ally, and 
will treat them accordingly. 



DOMINION NOTES. 

Tho inorease of five millions of dollars 
whioh Parliament empowered the Govern 
ment to make is not an unhealthy inflation 
of the currency. It was laiade to suit tho 
convenience of the people. The demand for 
Government notes both by the banks and 
the gonoral public has been increasing of 
late years. Tho inaroaao of tho note circu- 
lation in July of tho present year amounted 
to §1,724,000 carrying the whole ciroulation 
up to $21,786,829 whioh is considerably 
higher than it ever was before. Tho legal 
tender issue laat year waa §18,844,000, 
about three millioua less than it 
is at present. Tho Dominion notes 
are of two claH8i>a, those of smaller 
denomination than are issued by tho ohar 
tared banks, and notes of very large denom' 
Inatlon isaued for the use of the banks 
which are required to have part of thoir 
oaah reaerve in Dominion notea. Last month 
the small notes in circulation amounted to 
§7,157,429, and the iatiuo of large notea was 
§14,628,400. The following extract is from a 
very interesting article on Dominion note 



Tlia SENATE'S BILL. 

Senator Vest in a speeoh which he made, 
a few dsys ago, on the sugar hill, gave hia 
hearers a generol idea of tho now tarill' 
measure which now awaits tho Preaidenl'u 
signature. " Under tho present law " (tho 
MoKinley law) he said, " the average duty 
ia 49 58 per cent., under the House bill (the 
one rejected by the Seaatc}3S.51 per oent., 
and under the Senate bill .SS 08 per oent. 
Tho Senate bill puts salt, wool and lumber 
on the free list, reduoss the duty on woollen 
goods by 50 per cent., and reduoea the duty 
on lead and zinc." 

It is easy to see that the bills to make 
sugar, iron, coal and barbed wire free never 
atood a chance of becomiog law.. They were 
pused by the Democratic Houae of Repre- 
sentatives to save the reputation of the 
majority for honoaty and consistency, but 
with no hope of their being carried through 
the Legislature. It was ad certain aa any- 
thing in this unoertain world could be that 
tho Senate which scratched these oomntodi- 
ties off tho free Hat of the Wilson bill 
would make short work of the House's little 
bills. 



PECULIAR BOOK-KWEPING. 

There ia a good deal of stir in United 
States financial circles about tho Atchison 
case. Until very lately this road was looked 
upon as being finanoially in a SouclshinK 
condition. The reports of the President and 
dureetors showed that its receipts were 
large, and that it wai ia all respects doing a 
profitable business. Foreign investors were 
invited to cxiimino the reports and statis- 
tics of the road in order that thoy might 
satisfy themselves that its stock was a good 
investment. The American public were as- 
tonished the other day to hear that this 
flourishing road was in the bands of a re- 
ceiver. When its books came to 
be examined by an expert accoun- 
tint, they were found to be in u 
most extraordinary condition. Tlie dis- 
coveries that ho made proved that the re- 
ports and statements that had been issued 
were for years tisauea of ties manufactured 
for the express purpose of dsoalving the 
public and entrapping inveators. This is 
what the Oregonian says about tho report 
of Stephen Little, the accountant who had 
examined the books of the road: 

This report shows that by a false system 
of bookkeeping the Atchison has been made 
to appear nearly $13,000,000 richer than It 
really is. That is, assets have been inflated 
and liabilities understated to this amount. 
The greater part of this iillilion waa in cur- 
rying aa asBoia itcnia which Mr. Lilllo eaja 
reproaent no value whutevor. More than 
§5,000,000 of these aro fiilae credits of 
robatea to sliippera and trutiic balances — 
fiotitioua accounts iiiudo to deceive the in- 
terstate commerce commission and the iiourd 
of directors — while moro thun §2 1)011,000 
more represent tictitioua valuations of frun- 
chises, impiovenieiit') and otlior properly. 
Worse even than lliia are rcvulaliuiiH of ac- 
tual falsification in stutomcnta of cash and 
bills. The expert makes the astounding 
declaration that the oash deposits on June 
30, 189.3, inatead of heiuR $3,095,685, as 
given in the last annutl report, were only 
§2.49.'!,1G1 ; that the bills payable at that 
date, iuHfead of being $6,5Q9,250, were ac- 
tually §8.739,250, and that the company, 
instead of lioving §5,926 954 of aooounts re- 
ceivable, had only §4,286,111— a total dif- 
ference in thcoH thieo Important items of 
ovtr §4 000,000 1 

This is enough to explain why tho road 
went into bankruptcy just after publication 
of a statement showing it to bo prosperous. 
Tho attempt of Mr. Koinhart, preaideat of 
the ccimpatiy, whon ihcao thin(;B were done 
and afterwards rtcciver, to expUiu away 
the cxpert'u report, was ao coldly received 
by tho bondholders that ho resigned and 
Mr. Walker, formerly iulorstate commerce 
conimiHsloner, has hj«n appointed in his 
placii. Of oourae, this exposuro comei ton 
late to do moro than to point a moral. The 
moral ia that governmenb should provide for 
expert inspooiion of aooijunts of interstate 
railroads for protection of eecurity-hoUloro 
as well aa iia own. Thia rei)ort aliuwa 
that the company's nianagcinent hiis not 
only been doctoring tho accounts to deeoivo 
security-holders, but has been violating the 
interstato law agaiuab diacriniiMntton among 
shippers, by giving robito in throe yeara to 
tho amount of over §5,000.000 — money paid 
back to favored ahippors out of tho com- 
pany's earninga, but alrangoly oounted as 
an asset of tho company. This could not be 
done under proper government inhpoction. 
Railroad bookkeeping la now too gunerally 
used to mislead investors and conccul Lliu 
real state of tho compauy'a fiuanoea. Thia 
exposure should lead to steps for aorreotion 
of the evil.

" Duiou Gua Club " Provides aa Inter 
estlusr Digest of tbe Fro- 
vinoial (Same Laws* 



Dunn off for California— Foulkes' Sue 
cess at Tacoma— Gossip of 
Field and Path. 

To THE SrouTihT. Kditoh :— It was a 
move in the right direction for tho Legisla- 
ture in 1892 to repeal the Game act of 1890 
and 1S!)1, and to amend and consolidate the 
same by the enaotment of " The Game Pro- 
tection act, 1892." That act was a fairly 
good one, making the " close aeason " appli- 
cable to all portions of the province on tho 
some dates. But it waa subsequently con- 
tended by some of tho representatives from 
the Mainland that the cloae season to the 
sections of the province east of the Cas- 
cades was too restrictive. In 1893- the act 
waa amended, making the open season for 
mountain aheep, deer and cariboo (males), 
east of the Caacado range, a month earlier; 
and eighteen duya earlier for blue grouse and 
prairie fowl. Tho concession, though unwise, 
would not have b-^en so objectionable 
in the early days, but tho changes in tho 
mode of travelling making transit to the in- 
terior comparatively cheap and easy, 
brought hunters from all directions, who, 
together with the local sportsmen, made 
such havoc among the young brood of prairie 
fowl aa almoat threatened their extermina- 
tion in some looalitiea. This caused a re- 
peal of that portion of tbe statute, and the 
act waa amended in 1894, makini; Che close 
season for birds uniform thronghont the 
province. So far so good ; bat the numer- 
ous alterations, additions, conditions, 
changes of dates, etc., set forth in the vari- 
ous amendments to the act aa it now stands, 
ostensibly intended as a guide to sportsmen 
and a simple manual to juaticea of tho peace 
and constables, only lend to perplex and 
c )ufuB0 instead of to instruct and inform. 
The would-be law-abiding sportsman is 
really at a loss to know when lie ia right, as 
without a close scrutiny of tho acta of 1S'J2, 
'9:i, and '9-1. it is utterly impossible to say 
when ho may consider himaelf safe and 
within the meaning of the act. The ordinary 
sportsman or hunter ia not aupposed to be a 
student of the law to work out enigmas, and 
even if ho were a " aure ahot " at that busi- 
neaa be might, even with a gun that would 
make a pattern of '240 pelleta to a 30 inch 
circle, miai some repeating clanae in the 
Game act, if ho ever took a crack at it. 

I have gone carefully through the ac'', and 
for tho benefit of your readcra I append 
hereto a digeat of the same, which I think 
may be safely taken as a correct guide to 
sportsmen.

A hunter who kills a deer before 
the loth of September will, if known, find 
out which section of the act applies in bia 
caae.

With modern 
facilities, Victoria could pat out at any time 



hftlf a dozen or more flyers capable of hold- 
ini; their own against any 00 the coast; with- 
out the track it ia uaeleas for them to at- 
tempt anything. ' Bat the old hands as woll 
as the young riders were enlightened in more 
than one respect at Vancouver, and as a re- 
sult provision will no doubt be made 
next year to meet eniergenoi^s ench 
as took tho track cliicials by surprise 
on Saturday, and which had to bo diaposed 
of while the public were kept waiting 
Unfortunately all riders are not of tho 
"square sporl " variety that has many 
sturdy champions in the great majority 
of the riders familiar to r'lce-goers 
in this Province ; the minority re- 
ferred to are tho good riders who 
are verging toward tho line which divides 
riding for sport and riding for profit, and 
who-are apparently not above jockeying a 
likely, winner , if opportunity presents, so 
so that the best man may not get the chance, 
to win that is his right. The fact that it is 
no honor to take a race by queationable rid- 
ing tactics is lost sight of in knowledge that 
beta have been won. Another point worthy 
of consideration, and also dealing with the 
safety of compeiitora, is in regard to the 
number of men who may safely bo pent 
away at once on a track of the regulation 
width. Several of the racea at 
Vancouver Saturday, filled eo well 
that they invited acrideiil from 
start to tjoish, and it waa a matter of gueas- 
work whether the beat men wnn, aa those 
handicapped behind had no opportunity of 
pusaiiig the crowded front ranks even if they 
possessed strength and speed enough to 
have done ao easily. The matter ot time 
limits for all Important racea must now be 
taken into serioua consideration, while the 
siuiplitication of conditions in obstacle races 
would be found advantageous all round. 
The ofBuials of the Vancouver meet were 
forced to face numerous petty dilliculties 
which were not to have been anticipated, 
and to their credit it may bo said that they 
met them woll. Though the meet of '9-1 
cannot be classed as a parallel success to us 
predecessor of lS9;i, il furnished valuaiblo 
lessons of experience, with which in their 
possession and a good track Victoria should 
make the meet of '95 a triumph in every re- 
spect.

Gi'eat Care Taken to Guard Zealously

(Continued.) 
SUCl'JJSS OF MUNICIl-AL tiAS WORKS. 

About two-thirds of the larger Gorman 
cities own and operate gas works as 
municipal onterpriaes. Tho list of such 

cities nuinbors upproximatoly thirty. 
Public light iiif,', under modern conditions, 
h;i3 grown to be ii very eutonsive and 
ncoessiu'y Hocijil aorvice. Nearly a (juar- 
tor of all tho artificial liijht required by 
the denizens of many modern European 
cities is used in streets and public places. 
Obviously, the cities that reserve tho gas 
supply Hs a municipal monopoly are en- 
abled to provide for public lif^htinr; at tho 
lowest abaoluto coat of manufacture. 
With tho unlimited teclinical and ad- 
niinistrativo skill that thoy control, Ger- 
man cities are in my judgment at a dis- 
tinct advantage over private corporations 
in the -economic conduct of the gas busi- 
The tendency of municipal ownership is, 
moroovor, toward a nioro complete street 
illumination, and a ni(no thoroughly dif- 
fusive private use of au article tiiac is at 
once a civilizing agent and a police [jro- 
tection. As a monopoly enterprise it is 
of course easy to make the works pay 
good profits. Tho cities which are now- 
supplied by i)rivato companies will jiroba- 
bly, one after another, as franchise 
periods terminate, assume nuuiicipal con- 
trol. 

K Meanwhile, most of these cities secure 
gas for public illumination at greatly re- 
duced prices, and the coat to private con- 
sumers is strictly regulated. Munich is 
the largest of tho cities that are supplied 
by a private ccunpany ; and 1 remember 
at ono time observing with satisfaction 
that the municipal laboratory of that city 
teats the illuminating power of the gas 
every day, in order to protect the citi- 
zens from an inferior (piality. 1'his 
Munich circumstance f.-iirly illustrates the 
full municipal supervision tliat is exer- 
cised in (Jcrmany over the gas sup|)ly, 
even when under private ownership. 
For the benefit of American cities enter- 
taining tho absurd delusioii that there 
can be beneficial competition in tho gas 
business, it sli juld be remarked that only 
one of all the cities of (iormany, namely, 
Frankfort-on-I\Iain, has chartered rival 
private gas companies ; and the price of 
gas is higher there than anrwhere else in 
the country. Among the cities that own 
their own gas worke are Berlin, Ham- 
burg, Breslau, Loipsic, Dresdon, Co- 
logne, Koni!,'isl)urg, Bremen, Duseldorf, 
Xuremberg, Dantnic, Magdeburg, Chem- 
nitz, Barmen, Stettin and Brunswick. 
The princijjal ones supplied by private 
companies are Munich. Stuttgart, Frank- 
fort-on-Main, Hanover, Strasburg and 
Altona. 

I'UliLIC COXTROI, Of KLKCTllIl AI, ri.ANTS. 

In the matter of municipalizing elec- 
tricity, tho German cities have moved 
somewhat slowly ; but the marked ten- 
dency is toward tho appropriation for the 
welfare of the community of all advan- 
vantages and profits to be derived from 
central electric stations. The govern 
,mental operation of telegraph and tole- 
pliOi;o lines, and the municipal supply of 
gan fof lighting and for motors, would 
naturally hwG predisposed Ihe German 
connnunities to a public control of such 
newer sorviges as olecti'ic lighting and 
the electric distriubtlou cf powof. Ber- 
lin is an exception tO ' the rule, perhapel 
because the feasibility of control was" not 
go apparent when the Berlin Electrical 
Company obtained its franclu.=!e. Tho 
Berlin works were opened in 1880. 

Hamburg's municipal plant was ready 
in 188! I, and that city ia peculiar among 
its German contemporaries, in tho fact 
til at it leases out both its gas work and 
electrical works to be operated for it by a 
I)rivato contractor. Lnbeck, Barmen. 
Kuuigsberu', Metz, Darmstadt and Dui.s- 
burg were operating general municipal 
electrical works before the end of 18IJ0. 
More reccntlj', the five impin-tant cities 
of Bre.slau, Cologne, Duascldorf, Altona 
and Cassel have built municipal plants. 
And within a few months both Jhesden 
and Stuttgart have decided to enter at 
onje upon the same policy. l^eipsic, on 
the other hand, has preferred a different 
arrangement, and has given a franchise to 
tlie Siemens & Halske C' tniiany, on 
terms regarded as specially favoralile to 
the city and the |)ublic. The works are 
be in operati(jn in J 895, and at tho end 
of the franchise ])oriod, which is a long 
one, they are to become municipal pro- 
perty without c(jst. 

Ti:llMS VF TIIF. IIKKI.IN KI.KCfRIC-WORK.S 
1-llANcniSK. 

Although Berlin and Loipaic have 
given electric light franchises to private 
companies, let no reader imagine that the 
interests of ihe municipalities and of the 
citizens were betrayed or left at any point 
unguarded. As an example of what is 
considered a suitable form of franchise in 
(ieimany, 1 wish 1 could (piotc the entire 
revised contract made in J8.SS lietween 
the Merlin city a\ithoritics and the iterlin 
I'llectric W'liil^H ('ompany. It defines tho 
ari'a williin which the company may 
ojierato. it re(iuire8, under heavy pen- 
alties that the area be fully provided 
with mam wires within a brief jjeriod 
specified in the contract. As compensa- 
tion for permission (not exclusive) to use 
the street, it is agreed that tho municipal 
treasury shall receive ten per cent, of the 
company's gross receipts, and, further, 
that whenever the company earns a not 
profit of more than six per cent, on its 
actual investment of cai)iLal, the city 
tr(!asury .shall receive lwent.y-liv(5 p(>r 
cent, of such excess |)nitit.s, in ailditiou 
to its ten i)er cent. <if the gross income. 
Still further, it is agreed that tho com- 
jiany shall provide the magnificent elec- 
tric illumination of Unter-den-|jiuden, 
together with that of the I'olsdamer- 
platx and tlie Leijiziger-strjisse, with all 
xpense of maini enance and attendance, 
t a price no low as to lie lujuiinal. Bo- 
jidcs this, a special and favorable rate is 
irovidod for such further electric street 
ighting aa the municipality may desire.

They were sent away 
on the Japanese mail steamer and on their 
arrival in Shanghai Consul Joseph Leon se- 
cured shipment for them on a inerch-intman 
to San Francisco. Smith went, but \\'ilson 
remained for a better passage.

The 
breiz'js from whatever quarter they blow, 
O-iniing as they must over sea, mountain and 
pine forest, seem to gather eomethiog fresh 
from each of these three great natural reter- 
voira of health. The air though soft and 
moist ia in nowise relaxing. The sun nearly 
always shines, and yet, though it is summer 
time, in ao kindly a manner that, unlike his 
reception in the baked cities of the Eastern 
S:atea, he ia here welcomed aa a friend. 

There are many excnraiona to be made, 
aoroe by land and aome by water, and all 
delightful. But It would take too long to 
recount each particalar attraction of the 
place— though that it has a character which 
is di:itinctive may bo mentioned us very 
noticeable.

CABLE NEWS. 



Lo.vDo.v, Aug. 19.— Tho now uorthorn 
trunk line of Sweden was dedicated by 
King Odoar a few days ago, and at tho aame 
time- waa opened i; for ; pni)lio traffio. King 
Oicar made a speebh' upon the oooasldn. 
The fostlvitlea exceeded anything ever seen 
in this part of the world at a aimllar event, 
and will go down to posterity as an opooh 
in Sweden's history. Tho railway connects 
at Beuden, near the Gulf of Bothnia, with 
the Doctberamosli railway in Sweden, and 
in the whole world, running from the sea- 
port of Lulea up to the Gellivara iron ore 
mountains, forty-aeven miles north of the 
Polar oirole. This road haa been in opera- 
tion for a couple of years, and miy be oon- 
aiderod an the end piece of a railroad of 
about 1,250 miles, which passea from south 
to north throughout the whole length of 
Sweden. This is a longer distance than 
from Berlin to Rome. The cost of this 
northern part of the Swedish railroad not 
haa been about 350,000,000 crowns, includ- 
ing tho '•ollii g stock. 

Tho French silk market ia tremendously 
active in view of tho passage of the United 
States tariff bill. 13ig orders have been 
placed at Yokohama for raw silks to be 
worked up for the United States.

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY REPORTS. 

Kitract From Iteport of I'fofessor Macouu on 
British CiiUimblii, l!17r>, li:7(>. 

An eiamiuation of a map of the world will 
show the close relationship existing between 
Western Europe and Western America, 
tho same parallels. A warm current of 
wotcr Uowa down the coast of the latter, 
while tho shores of the former aro bathed in 
the tepid waters of the Gulf stream. Both 
regions have their shoroa deeply Indented by 
inlets, fiords in tho one oass, and canals In 
the other. The oak and pine forests of the 
British Isles and Norway are simulated by 
the oak and Or forests of British Columbia. 
In both the molsi; ollmalo la Caused In tho 
aame way. Tho vapor rising from the warm 
sea water is blown inland, and, becoming 
condensed by the cooler air over the lond, 
falls in ruin or fog upon tho slopes and val- 
leys, Tho old forests of Great Britain and 
Ireland, including those of Norway, were a 
product of the Gulf stream, while the 
mighty forests of our western provlnoe, ' In- 
cluding Queen Charlotte islands, aro as cer- 
thinly a product of the Japan current. 

Ic only remains for me to atld, that, as 
years roll on, and our possessions beoome 
developed, the value of this second Britain 
will come ao vividly before our people, that 
men will ask with astonishment why such 
ignorance prevailed in the past. To-day 
there are 400 miles of coaat line in our west- 
ern poaaeaalons, clothed with a forest growth 
superior to anything else in the world at 
present. Its shores indented with multi- 
tudes of htibars, bays and inlets, teeming 
with fish. Its rocka and sand containing 
gold. Iron, copper, silver, coal ond various 
other minerals, and beaidea all, a climate 
auporior to England in every respect, both 
as regards heat and moisture ; and yet men 
ask what is it all worth ? I answer, worth 
more than Qiobeo and all the maritime 
provinces thrown in, and ekeptics may rest 
assured that the day is not far distant when 
my words will be accepted as trutli."—
